Taken Out By Auditor 


After Ballot 


Althou gh the cou nty board of 
elections will condu ct the special 
election on April 26 on Circlev ille’s 
street lighting contract, the city 
will foot the bill. 
Lawrence Johnson, clerk of the 
election board, ex plained Thu rsday 
that the ex pense of any election 
for a specific pu rpose for the bene­ 
fit of a political su bdiv ision mu st 
be paid by that su bdiv ision. 
Tlie bills are paid by the board 
of elections and certified to the 
cou nty au ditor. 
A charge is then 
made by the au ditor to the su bdi­ 
v ision when a tax settlem ent is 
made. 
Since the special election is the 
first to be condu cted in Circlev ille, 
Mr, Johnson was bu sy Thu rsday 
checking laws gov erning it.

The referendu m will be the 
first that Circlev ille has ev er 
had, v eteran city officials 
say . 
All sev en members of the 
cou ncil, inclu ding Ben H. 
Gordon, Clarence Helv ering 
and Frank Ly nch, cou ncil- 
men-at-large, 
and 
Donald 
Mason, Ju liu s Helwagen, John W. 
Neu ding, and W. M. Reid, w ard 
cou ncilmen, 
approv ed 
the 
ordi­ 
nance. 
It was speeded throu gh 
cou ncil u nder su spension of ru les 
that call for three readings prior 
to a v ote. 
Cou ncilman-at-large 
Gordon mov ed that the ru les be 
su spended, and one minu te later 
the date for the referendu m had 
been established. 
Sev era l Po ints Co ntested 
The city -wide v ote was petition­ 
ed for by a committee headed by 
Mr. Gordon after the 19 36 -37 cou n­ 
cil, fiv e members of which retired 
Dec. 
31, 
approv ed 
the 
10-y ear 
ordinance with the Colu mbu s and 
Sou thern Ohio Electric Co. follow­ 
ing sev eral special meetings. Gor­ 
don and his colleagu es, who in­ 
clu de sev eral members of the pre­ 
sent cou ncil, oppose the contract 
becau se of its length, they declare 
that they desire a more perm anent 
sy stem 
than 
one 
prov ided 
on 
creosoted poles as the ordinance 
calls for, and they are com batting 
the legislation becau se of an in­ 
crease in cost to the city . 
They 
contend that since the city owes 
the electric company $3,500 in an 
ov erdu e street-lighting bill at the 
present time that no additional 
obligation shou ld be u ndertaken. 
The light company ’s ordinance 
prov ides a bou lev ard sy stem in the 
bu siness district, the sy stem to be 
owned by the u tility , with rev ision 
of street lights in the residential 
district. 
Petitions presented to cou ncil 
for a referendu m carried names of 
more than 550 persons. Names of 
only a few more than 300 were 
needed for a 
referendu m, 
that 
nu m ber being 10 percent of the 
qu alified v oters at the last election 
in which Circlev ille participated.

No new* qu arantines for measles | 
were reported to the city health { 
departm ent Thu rsday . A t the pres- j 
ent time there are 18 homes in j 
the city u nder qu arantine and 21 
persons are ill of the disease. 
Feeling 
that 
m any 
parents 
w’ou ld be interested in some in­ 
formation concerning the disease, 
Dr. A. D. Blackbu rn, cou nty health 
commissioner, issu ed the following 
Thu rsday : 
“Contrary to the popu lar belief, 


measles is a dangerou s disease. No 
parent who has the welfare of his 
child at heart can call su ch a dis­ 
ease 
a mere incident in child­ 
hood”. 
“The deaths cau sed by measles 
are not the entire measu re of the 
damage done by the disease. Meas­ 
les seems to prepare the lu ng tis­ 
su es for the bacteria that cau se 
broncho-pneu monia, which is par­ 
ticu larly fatal to y ou ng children. 
Many cases of tu bercu losis date 


back to a case of measles. Infec­ 
tions of the middle ear and m as­ 
toid are other complications. The 
poisons of the disease circu late in 
the blood and do especial damage 
to the heart and kidney s. 
Disease of C hildhood 
“Most cases of measles occu r in 
children u nder ten y ears of age 
bu t it may also occu r in adu lts. 
Abou t 7 5 percent of the deaths 
occu r in children u nder fiv e y ears 
of age. The death rate is highest 


at one y ear of age, getting less with 
the passing of each y ear. The les­ 
son to be learned from this is that 
the longer a child can be prev ent­ 
ed from hav ing measles, the bet­ 
ter his chance for recov ery .

and' character of aid.

missioners then m ust notify the 
agencies of duplications. 
Monthly publication of a sum­ 
m ary of local relief statistics in a 
newspaper in each county is pre­ 
scribed as a duty of the commis­ 
sioners. This must show the num ­ 
ber of cases aided, the average 
cost per case and the cost of 
adm inistration, 
together

comparable figures for the pre­ 
ceding month. 
In Director’s Hands 
Supervision of the state-wide 
system is put into the hands of a 
state relief director, to be appoint­ 
ed by the governor for two years 
at $500 a month. 
Local officials 
are given the right of appeal from 
his ruling* to a state board com- 
: posed of the attorney general, the 
state auditor and the state budget 
superintendent. 
County commissioners, even if 
relief adm inistration is left in the 


hands of townships and municipali­ 
ties, m ust appoint a county certi­ 
fying agent, to certify nam es of 
eligibles to the federal W. P. A. 
and C. C. C. and to direct distri­ 
bution of federal surplus commodi­ 
ties. 
Each relief agency is re­ 
quired to give this certifying agent 
a monthly list of relief recipients. 
The state relief director also 
may require local authorities to 
give him lists of "all persons re­ 
ceiving public assistance of any 
type and amount."

A R E A S 
BOMBED’ 
W I T H 
SEED OF TREES 


HONOLULU. T. H. (UP)—Mil- 
lions of “live bombs” consisting of 
tree seeds are being dropped upon 
barren and inaccessible regions of 
Hawaii 
by the U. S. Army air 
corps in an effort to reforest de­ 
nuded mountain areas. 
The “bombs” are filled 
with 
tightly -packed seeds of the Koa, 
silver wattle, and ironwood trees. 
The seeds have been collected each 
y ear by the CCC. 
Remote Kauoi island, 100 miles 


northwest of here, will be the site 
of the “bombing.” 
Army 
planes 
will be flown from here for the 
project. 
Tree seeds have been success­ 
fully planted by air for nine y ears 
in the territory , army authorities 
said. 
In 19 28 the army cooperated in 
the first of such ex periments ever 
tried in America. Seeds dropped 
at that time sprouted and 
took 
root, resulting in the reforesting 
of a large area. A similar plant­ 
ing project was carried out suc­ 
cessfully in 19 29 , 19 32, 19 35 and 
19 36 . 
The planting is supervised by 
forestry ex perts of the territorial 
government.

giant seaplane Lieutenant 
Paris 
and the equally large landplane 
Lieutenant 
Guerrero, 
both com­ 
pleted models for the projected 
North Atlantic route. 
By their record 
flights across 
the South A tlantic in November, 
France revealed to the world that 
it is basing the fight for 
North 
Atlantic 
conquest on the experi­ 
ence 
gained 
on the well-estab­ 
lished South Atlantic line. In 1938 
two 
more 
giant planes, copied 
after these two models, 
will 
be 
completed in French factories, and 
the team of four will begin active 
tests flights for establishing the 
North A tlantic route. 
A meeting was held immediately 
after the trial flight a t the Late- 
coere company's hangars in Tou­ 
louse with the chief pilots of the 
South Atlantic flights, the director 
of 
Air - France Transatlantique, 
Louis Couhe, and other im portant 
air officials. Discussion, which was 
not made public, centered 
upon 
plans for the establishm ent of the 
North Atlantic company and the 
development of m aterial for trial j 
flights. 
Sixty-Ton Plane Projected 
It was decided th at 
the 
con­ 
struction of another giant hydro­ 
plane weighing 60 tons (the Lieu­ 
tenant Paris weighs only 40 tons) 
should be undertaken. The plane 
will be finished in 
1940, with six 
motors totaling 10,000 horsepower 
and 
will 
carry 
70 persons, of 
whom 60 would be passengers. 
By July, 1938, two planes based 
on the two present models 
are 
scheduled to take the air. In 1939.

hydroplane, of the 
CAM type will be completed. 
It 
will mount six motors in line, and 
technicians predict th at it will be 
the most modern hydroplane, cap­ 
able of great endurance and rec­ 
ord-breaking flights.

HONOLULU, T. H. (U P)—Mil- 
lions of "live bombs” consisting of 
tree seeds are being dropped upon 
barren and inaccessible regions of 
Hawaii 
by

U. S. Army air 
corps in an effort to reforest de­ 
nuded mountain areas. 
The "bombs” are filled 
with 
tightly-packed seeds of the Koa, 
silver wattle, and ironwood trees. 
The seeds have been collected each 
year by the CCC. 
Remote Kauoi island, IOO miles 


northwest of here, will be the site 
of the "bombing." 
Army 
planes 
will be flown from here for the 
project. 
Tree seeds have been success­ 
fully planted by air for nine years 
in the territory, arm y authorities 
said. 
In 1928 the arm y cooperated in 
the first of such experiments ever 
tried in America. Seeds dropped 
a t th at time sprouted and 
took 
root, resulting in the reforesting 
of a large area. A sim ilar plant­ 
ing project was carried out suc­ 
cessfully in 1929, 1932, 1935 and 
1936. 
The planting is supervised by 
forestry experts of the territorial 
government.

"Whenever

measles while attending school, it 
must be considered that all the 
children in the schoolroom have 
been 
exposed. 
THE 
SCHOOL 
SHOULD BE KEPT OPEN. Every 
morning at the opening of school 
every child should be inspected by 
the teacher or nurse for signs that 
might indicate the beginning of 
measles. The first sym ptoms are 
those of an ordinary cold in the 
head. Within a few' hours some 
fever develops. Any child showing 
any of these indications should he 
excluded from school to allow' the 
development of symptoms. 
If careful supervision is main­ 
tained, the school is the safest 
place in the community for chil­ 
dren. Certainly, it is much safer 


than stores, theatres, playground« 
and other places where they might 
congregate w ithout health super­ 
vision of any lcind.

But the Filipinos are now alarmed by 
Japan’s invasion of China and show a new 
inclination to snuggle up to Uncle Sam 
for protection. 
It is quite possible that 
Japan will sail into Manila as soon as we 
sail out. 
That is not a pleasant prospect. 
Yet 
there is no inclination at all in this country 
now 
to fight 
for the 
islands. 
Most 
Americans are convinced that we would be 
safer, and better off on the whole, without 
them. 


TAFT ON RELIEF 
COME single, unified relief program to be 
** 
carried out co-operatively by federal, 
state and local governments is urged by 
the National Citizens Committee of the 
Community 
Mobilization 
for 
Human 
Needs. 
Charles P. Taft, chairman, sug­ 
gests that the federal government appro­ 
priate a sum of money, according to a 
stipulated formula, for a general relief 
program, including work relief. 
At present, Mr. Taft says, the states 
could not match dollar for dollar, but 
would have to start on a 70-30 basis or 
even 75-25. 
He would then have the 
federal government set up sound standards 
of relief and of administration. 
He be­ 
lieves it would be wise to have an unbiased 
commission map programs and policies 
which would do away with the existing 
confusion. 
“Reliefers are not bums,” he declares, 
“ They are not a soggy mass at the bottom 
of society. 
In fact, the relief turnover 
is 10 percent a month.” 
Citing conditions in his own commun­ 
ity, Hamilton County, O., Mr. Taft says 
that in May, 19 29 , there were 27,000 
people unemployed out of 600,000 inhabi­ 
tants. 
In 19 33 there were 80,000 and on 
Jan. 1 last there were 56,000. 
It is a condition that is to be with us, 
in greater or less degree, for a long time 
to come. 
The quicker we begin to treat 
it as a long-range problem and not an 
emergency, the quicker we’ll begin to 
handle it with efficiency and-competence.

the presidential nomination. 
Behind all this is Roosevelt's determi­ 
nation to pick his own successor, while his 
old-line Democratic opponents are equally 
determined that he shall not.

with the co ntro l 
o f such things 
as the secretio n 
o f 
glands 
and 
t h e mo v ement 
o f smo o th mus­ 
cles. 
Fo r Instance, 
the secretio n o f 
o ur s a l i v a r y 
glands 
is 
car­ 
ried o ut witho ut 
any will po wer 
o n o ur part, and we canno t by 
ex erting will, increase o r reduce it. 
Our hairs stand o n end, and go o se 
pimples fo rm also witho ut v o lun­ 
tary co ntro l. 
The smo o th muscle 
in o ur blo o d v essels dilates o r co n­ 
tracts, changing the blo o d supply 
at any part entirely witho ut o ur 
knowledge 
o r co ntro l. 
It has long 
been tho ught that the 
nervous 
sy stem 
winch 
co ntro ls 
these functio ns^ is entirely separate 
from the 
brain. 
This, ho wev er, 
may not be entirely true. A grefft 
deal of work is being do ne to sho w 
that certain 
areas o f the brain 
have control 
o v er these v egetativ e 
functions. 
Brain Sectio n Remo v ed 
For instance, 
I hav e just heard 
of a case of a wo man who had a 
certain kind of 
epileptic attack. It 
would begin by 
a tremendo us flo w 
of saliva, and she wo uld gush liter­ 
ally two or three quarts. 
Fo llo w­ 
ing this, she 
wo uld hav e a spasm 
of the muscles o f the face, 
A neu­ 
rologic surgeon, 
under lo cal an­ 


esthesia, o pened a lap in her skull 
and ex po sed the brain and to uched 
so me parts o f the surface o f it with 
an electric current. 
She was co n­ 
scio us so that she co uld co -o perate 
and co mmunicate with him. When 
he hit a certain place she said, 
“ There It Is,” and sure eno ugh, tha 
saliv atio n and the face twitching 
began. 
This small area o f the 
brain was remo v ed, with the result 
that her attacks ceased entirely . 
It was fo und o ut by ex amining 
Into her histo ry that when she was 
a little girl she had fallen do wn 
and had an injury to her skull, 
which was pro bably the cause o i 
these attacks. 
This sho w's that such an ap­ 
parently inv o luntary functio n as 
saliv atio n has a center In the brain 
co rtex itself. 
The erectio n o f hairs is also co n­ 
tro lled in a small area o f the brain, 
and when this area is put o ut o f 
co mmissio n in animals, they hav e a 
co nstant erectio n o f hair bro ught 
o n by any so und o r stimulatio n.

The sta te is divided into co unty 
and city health districts* the co un­ 
ty d: >tricts being kno w n as gen­ 
eral districts. 
A five po int pro gram , has been 
outlined fo r the w o rk qf the de­ 
partm ent. The first pa r t of it is 
devo ted to sanitatio n, seek ing to 
provide a safe and adeq uate w a­ 
te r supply ; to see th a t it is pure 
and in good conditio n a t all tim es.

The fifth po int is the develo p­ 
m ent of a m achinery th ro i^ h the 
vario us social agencies, w hich will 
insure a standard of living fo r all 
people of the co m m unity adequate 
fo r the m aintenance of heatfth. 
It is planned to s ta rt a dental 
health pro gram in the schools of 
the co unty in the near future. Dr.

The science 
of medicine has m ade g re a t strides 
during the last century, he said. 
The discovery of b acteria has been 
one of the g reat steps. The span 
of life has increased from 34 to 
59 years. In the 16th century the 
span of life w as 21 v ears. It has 
been increased owing to the fact 
th a t children’s diseasas are m ore 
under 
control, 
especially 
diph­ 
theria. scarlet fever acrid measles, 
and also diarrheal conditions. 
The sta te is divided in to county 
and city health d istricts, the coun­ 
ty d istricts being know n as gen­ 
eral districts.

comes under this head a h o . 
Com m unicable disease control is 
the second point. It includes the 
inspection of schools, the children, 
the w ater supply. The skiis, hands, 
throat, tonsils and teeth of the 
children are inspected and out of 
700 children a large num ber had 
diseased and infected tonsils. L a­ 
te r a m ore thorough exam ination 
is to be m ade. C ards are sent to 
the hom es of the children advising 
certain treatm en ts from th e fam ­ 
ily doctor. In 
the 
county’, 
the 
teachers m ake out health ond im ­ 
m unity charts which show th e dis­ 
eases each child has ha<%, w hat 
im m unization 
steps 
have

county. 
The third point is a program of 
health education. 
The fourth point includes the 
m edical and nursing service for 
the early diagnosis of diseases and

The fifth point is the develop­ 
m ent of a m achinery through the 
various social agencies, whbch will 
insure a standard of living for all 
people of the com m unity attenuate 
for the m aintenance of health. 
I t is planned to s ta rt a dental 
health program in the schools of 
the county in the near future.
